She was a remarkably well preserved 


woanan for her yean and from tbe ap- 
pearances of the room she gave him a 
warm battle. 


Dr. John J. Berry of Portsmouth and 


Dr. £. E. Shapieigh of Kittery were 
soon in tbe house »nd made an exami 
nation of her wounds and pronounced 
her injuries fatal. 


Frank Parks, the young man charged 


with the crime, is now under arrest. 


Town Wild With Excitement. 


The town of Kittery has during its 


history witnessed many exciting scenes, 
but Monday evening eclipsed every- 
thing on record. 


The news that a terrible crime had 


been committed— tbat one of the old 
aad respected citizens of the town had 
been almost murdered by a ruffian, 
spread from house to house and in less 
than half an hour the main street, from 
the Piscataina house to the home of 
the near-by murdered woman— Mre. El- 
vira Tarlton, situated on a lane off 
Government street, was thronged with 
excited peoplo, all anxious to assist 
in tbe capture of the criminal who 
had committed the dastardly deed.

The Scene of Horror. 


The kitchen of the Tarlton house was 


bespattered with blood from the floor to 
the ceiling. Under the table, just in- 
side the door, was a bottle which con- 
tained pieces of lle$h from the face of 
the victim. 
Behind the sof* was a 


common batcher knife, which also eon- 
t iiaed blood. 


A. can of raspberry preserves had 


been smashed and covered the space in 
front of the stove. 


Tbe almost lifeless body of the wom- 


an was found just in front of the stove, 
in a pool of blood, and kind-hearted 
neighbors had removed her to a sofa in 
the same room eoon after she WM 
found. 


Her head was a mass of cuts and 


bruises, while ber face had been ham- 
mered almost to a jelly. 


Ber left eye had been gonged out and 


horrible gashes extended from either 
corner of bar month to her ears. 


Her bands were slashed and cat as if 


she bad grabbad hold of a knife which 
the would-be murderer bad used. 


The Capture of Park*. 


As soon as possible after tbe crime 


discovered and it bad 
bfcume 


known that young Parks was implicated 
in the affair, a searching party was or- 
ganized to capture him. On a call for 
volunteers some forty young men, and 
old, most of them residents of Kittery, 
stepped forward and offered their ser- 
vices. 


This strong paity, armed with revol- 


vers aud clubs, and headed by Con- 
stables Perkins and Lambert, started 
for tbe home of young Parks, which is 
ia a lonely, out-of-the-way place in the 
northern part of tbe town. He was 
known to have gone in. that direction, as 
he was seen by several townspeople. 


Conductor Thomas E. Wilson of the 


P. E. & Y. electric road, saw him go 
over the htll towards that part of tbe 
town called "Shantyville," and disap- 
pear io Spinney's woods. 


The searching party divided up into 


several squads, and each beaded by a 
responsible party, scoured the woods 
thoroughly, all the time approaching 
nearer and closing in around bis homo. 


Borne one must hiive been on the 


~V*iob, for no sooner did tbe first party 
eome in sight of the bouse than Parks 
was seen to leave by a rear door and 
;>tart across the fields. He was quickly 
headed oft, and teeing escape cat off in 
tbat direction, turned back and re-en* 
tered the hon°e. 


In a short time the building was sur- 


rounded by a silent, but grim and de- 
termined crowd of men, who cut off 
every avenue of escape. 
Constables 


Perkins and Lambert then started for 
tbe door, bat b afore they got there it 
was thrown open and Mr. Parks, father 
of the boy, stepped ont and said: "He 
is in there, go in and get him." 


Tbe two constables and Mr. Elroy 


Cottle went into the room and without 
any trouble, slipped the iron bracelets 
on the wrists of tbe suspected man. Be 
made no resistance, but seemed to be in 
a kind of drunken stapor. 
' 


He did not deny committing the 


crime, bat talked in a maudlin manner 
all the way to the town lockup. Arriv- 
ing there, be wu searched, but beyond 
a half pint bottle of liquor, nothing was 
found on bis person. 


Ho was left in irono and two keepers, 


William Jackson aud George Chicker 
ing, placed guard over him. A crowd 
of several hundred people surrounded 
the lockup, and numerous threats were 
made, but it was 'among tbe younger 
element, and they soon dispersed.

How Parks Passed the Night 


Frank Parks, the perpetrator of a» 


villainons an assault as was ever com 
mitted in the state of Maine const be i 
veritable human monster. L<ut night, 
with the knowledge that the blood of 
an old and defenceless woman would 
probably be upon his head -before the 
dawn of another day, he curled np on 
the hard conch in (the lock-up at Kit 
tery and soon sank into a deep plumber 
from which he awakened but twice dnr 
ing the night. Both of those times he 
asked for a drink of water and npon its 
being furnished him, he wriggled about 
until bis body rested comfortably ant 
was soon 6noriDg|again. 


Bright and early this morning he was 


awakened by his two keepers, Meter* 
Ghickering and Jackaon and told to. gel 
up and prepare for breakfast. Thwwas 
brought ia to him and ho at»witb 
evident relish the food that was before 
him. Never once did he refer to bis 
awful deed of the night before and in- 
quire as to whether his victim was lmn{ 
or ^ead. At 8.30 o'clock he was told to 
put on his bat and coat and prepare to 
accompany the constable to the office o; 
Judge Neal. 


Committed to Alfred JaiL 


Word was received from Connty Sol- 


itpr W. S. Matthews of Berwick thai 
he had another case on hand and con 
seqaently could not be in Kittery to 
day.

He said 
be had no intention of discussing the 
question from, a legal standpoint, as 
such a discussion would serve no useful 
purpose. "The views of senators of 
eminent ability," said he, "demonstrated 
the futility of endeavoring to secure ac- 
cord upon that point." 


"Mr. Gardner (Rep., N. J.), chairman of

The battery has had/ all it wants of 


the Philippines. Of the entire number 
of 73 men who are now in this city, only 
»ix would live on the islands. Of these 
only three are going- back, and their 
sole reason is to make money. 


Sixty-seven members of the battery 


declare they would not live in the Phil- 
ippine Islands if they were paid to stay 
fhere. 
They say the climate is un- 


healthy, the people treacherous and un- 
clean and the country unin\iting. 


In the parade today the battery was 


escorted by a battery of the Fifth United 
States artillery, from Fort Hamilton, 
and was headed by a band of that regi- 
ment. They started from the Seventy- 
first regiment armory at 3 p. m., marched 
up Park avenue to Fortieth street,thence 
to Fifth avenue, to Seventeenth street, 
to Union square. There they were re- 
viewed by Mayor Van Wyck.

A supply 
of coffins, chemicals and a number of 
undertakers will be taken.and th<» trans- 
port will be at Santiago about a month, 
during v. hich time the bodies of all the 
American soldiers who were killed in 
battle or who died in the hospitals will 
be taken from the ground and placed in 
hermetically sealed coffins, 


They will then be taken to New York, 


and .relatives or any one else interested 
may have the bodies shipped to them at 
government expense for burial, or in 
ease the bodies are not claimed they 
will be properly buried in one of the na- 
tional cemeteries. Further than this, 
Lieutenant Bellinger knows nothing of 
the plans of the governmpnt.

A pathway leading up to the 
building had been cut through the steep 
bank by the roadside, and the banks on 
either side of this pathway were stuck 
full of short pieces of bamboo, attached 
to which were strip of paper covered 
with Japanese characters The building

VETERAN OF TWO WARS.
